The most important thing to consider in selecting seed for lawn grass is to obtain a proper mixture of several varieties, for two reasons. First, 
each variety is at its best during a certain part of the season. By properly choosing early, medium and late grasses, a smooth, even, green lawn 
is assured from early spring to late autumn. Second, a given area can support only so many grass plants of one kind for they all absorb the same sort 
of food, but if several varieties are sown, the same area will support many more plants, as different sorts live on various elements in the soil. This 


will give a much thicker and more luxuriant turf all over the lawn.

The best plan is to sow alone without a 
nurse crop on well prepared clean land. It is, 
however, pretty safe to sow with a grain crop 
seeding a smaller quantity of grain than or- 
dinarily. Probably the best nurse crops are 
Barley (34 of a bushel) and Oats (1 bushel) 
per acre. The nurse crop helps to keep down 
weeds and protects the young plants from 
wind and sun. ‘The objection to this system 
is in a very dry season when what moisture 
there is, is used by the grain, leaving the 
small plants to perish. Barley and Oats 
growing light straw and maturing early re- 
duce this liability to a minimum. It is not 
good to cut or pasture the crop the first season 
unless the growth is very rank, in which case 
set the mower as high as possible to trim off the 
tops, which usually results in the plants growing 
sturdier with better roots, desirable factors to with- 
stand the first winter.

SEEDING DIRECTIONS 


The land for corn should be rich and in good condition. 
Corn is often planted on weedy ground and serves the triple 
purpose of cleaning the land, producing a heavy crop of 
feed and putting the ground in good condition for wheat the 
following season. If the land is to be spring-plowed, the 
plowing should be done early, and each day’s plowing sbould 
be harrowed as soon as itis plowed. Harrow again, just 
before planting, even though no weeds are showing, ag it 
helps to make a fine, warm seed bed. Planting should be 
done as early as possible after the soil is warm, and danger 
from frost is past. Sow 2 inches deep in drill 30 to 36 inches 
apart, using one-half bushel of seed per acre. Use grain drill, 
closing up some of the spouts. Have the seeds dropped 10 
to 12 inches apart in the drills. To grow the crop nearer 
maturity it is generally best to plant in check rows 36inches 
apart, dropping 4 or 5 kernels per hill. If planted with a 
hoe or hand planter, be sure to step on the hill after the 
seeds are covered, then draw a little loose earth over the 
footprint. Harrow with a light drag when the cornis just 
coming through the ground. Harrow again when the corn 
is 2 or 3inches high. It is best to harrow in the middle of 
the day. Use the cultivator as oftem as necessary to keep 
the weeds down and the soil fine and loose on top. Culti- 
vation should stop when the tassels begin to appear. 
Cultivate often, never deeper than 3 inches—1)% to 2 
inches is better. A standard bushel of corn shelled is 56 Ibs.

The Dahlia is the grandest autumn flower we have. It is in its glory during 
September and October, when other flowers have faded; they surrender only to the 
frost. Our collection of Dahlias is grown upon our own grounds, and is without doubt 
one of the finest in the country. We carefully grow and test new sorts every season; 
if such are found desirable they are retained, otherwise discarded. Put Dahlia tubers 
in the ground when the season becomes warm, covering the neck some 3 inches. If 
many shoots start, thin them out. After flowering and before hard frost, take up the 
plants, remove the tops, dry the bulbs a little and put in the cellar until spring, when 
they can be divided and replanted.
